were admitted to the United States in 
the four months ended;Oct. 31, says 
an announcement -by -the •Department 
of Agriculture. -A tabulation of-ar- 
rivals and departures of aliens in that 
period, the number of persons com- 
ing here from ^raritfus 'countries, their 
occupations and other information is 
given. In the same period 8,773 aliens 
were debarred from entering, and 2,- 
809 were

The statement, which lists also ar- 


rivals and departures of United States 
citizens, shows a falling off in fareign 
travel by Americans. Between July 
1 and Oct 31,154,424 citizens returned 
from, abroad, while 125,269 left Amer- 
ican shores.

Residents of most of the other states learn with surprise 


that in a hunting season lasting one week, 2,033 deer have been 
shot in Massachusetts. The majority of Americans, who have 
never seen a deer except in a zoo, find it hard to believe that 
one of the oldest, most populous and highly industrialized states 
should still afford suclTfacilities for hunting big game. Most 
of the deer in question were killed in the Berkshires and other 
western counties; but many of them were obtained within a 
short distance of Boston. 


New York and New Jersey likewise have a good many deer 


in their hills and forests. Yet in various states farther west and 
south, with almost as good facilities for the preservation of big 
game, it is hard to find any wild creature larger than a rabbit. 


Good game laws, properly enforced, and the maintenance 


of state reservations where game is protected, make the dif- 
ference. 


DOMESTIC DISARMAMENT 


At last there is a prospect of action on the part of the 


United States government to disarm criminals. The-House has 
passed a bill which bars from the mails deadly weapons capable 
of being concealed on the person. If the Senate concurs, as it 
is expected to dx>, the interstate traffic in firearms will be greatly 
reduced.

President Coolidge, appointing four members of his cabinet 


as a^commi&sion on petroleum conservation, states the situation 
convincingly: 


"'It is evident that present methods of operating our 


oil deposits are wasteful to an alarming degree in that it 
becomes impossible to conserve oil in the ground under our 
present leasing and royalty practices if a neighboring own- 
er or lessee desires to gain possession of his deposits. 


"The development of aircraft indicates that our na- 


tional defense must be supplemented, if not dominated, by 
aviation. It is even probable that the supremacy of nations 
may be determined by the possession of available petrol- 
eum and its products. 


"The problem of & future shortage_in fuel and lubri- 


> eating oil, not to mention gasoline, must be avoided, or our 


manufacturing productivity will be curtailed to an extent 
not easily calculated." 


This is a concise expression of what has been said rer°«to I- 


ly of late, by all classes of citizens familiar with the oil situauon, 
including leaders of the oil industry. The President emphasizes 
the desirability of stopping lavish overproduction and starting 
to safeguard the national petroleum supply, private as wall as 
public, before the inevitable scarcity appears. ' 


This is not only necessary for national self-defense but nec- 


essary for the security of American industry. Government is 
wanted in private business as little as possible; but there is a 
field in ""which some sort of governmental intervention is 
desirable.
